Discovery on the Mojave Desert of the 
greatest borax deposit in the world puts 
renewed and vivid emphasis on the man- 
ner in which the quondam “arid wastes” 
of the Southwest have turned out to be 
gigantic industria! and commercial assets. 


A wind-cwept desert promises to yield 
up more commercial borax within a few 
square miles than the world can use in 
perhaps 1000 years.
